CONGRESS CONVENES. 


President Harrison's Message Heart 


Before Both Branches of 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Deo, 1.—The second 


session of the fifty first congress assem- 
bled at noon to day. 
Unusual bustle 


and activity was observable at the house 
and in the corridors of the capitol at an 
early hour this morning, as a result of 
the preparations for tho opening day. 
In the house there are several new 
members to bo sworn in and some other 
preliminary business to be attended to 
before the appointment of the usual 
committee to wait on the president to 
notify him that congress is ready to do 
business. This will probably delay the 
receipt of tho president's annual mes- 
sage by both houses until 1:30 o'clock. 


A little before 2 o'clock the two 


houses met in joint session, and the 
president's message was read. The fol- 
lowing are extracts from tho message, 
which is a very long one: 


THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


To the Senate ana House of Representatives: 


The reports of the several executive 


departments, which will be laid before 
oongrebs in the usual course, will ex- 
hibit iu detail the operations of the gov- 
ernment for the last fiscal year. Only 
tho more important incidents and re- 
sults, and chiefly such as may be the 
foundation of the recommendations I

shall submit, will be referred to in 
annual message. 


The vast and increasing business of 


the government has been transacted by 
the several departments during the year 
with faithfulnees, energy and success. 
The revenues, amounting to above §450,- 
000,000, have been collected and dis- 
bursed without revealing, so far as I 
can ascertain, a single case of defalca- 
tion or embezzlement. An earnest ef- 
fort has been, made to stimulate a sense 
of responsibility and public duty in all 
officers and employes of every grade, 
and the work done by them has almost 
wholly escaped unfavorable criticism. 
I speak of these matters with freedom, 
because the credit of this good work is 
not mine, but is shared by the heads of 
the several departments with the great 
body of faithful officers and employes 
who serve under them. The closest 
scrutiny of congress is invited to oil the 
methods of administration and to every 
item of expenditure. 


The friendly relations of our country 


with the nations of Europe and of the 
east have been undisturbed, while the 
ties of good will and common interest 
that bind us to the states of the west- 
ern hemisphere have been notably 
strengthened by the conference held in 
this capital to consider measures for the 
general'welfare. The president speaks 
in detail of our relations with the vari- 
ous countries. 


The legislation of the past few years 


has evinced on the part of congress a 
growing realization of the importance of 
the consular service in fostering our 
commercial relations abroad in pro- 
tecting the domestic, revenues. As the 
scope of operations expands, increased 
provision must be made to keep up the 
essential standard of efficiency. 
Tne 


necessity of some adequate measure of 
supervision and inspection has been so 
often presented that I need only com- 
mend the subject to your attention. 


The revenue of the government from 


all sources for the fiscal year ending 
June 30,1890, were $463,063,080.55, and 
the total expenditure for the eame 
period were $358,613,534 52. The pos 
tal receipts have not heretofore been in 


of the treasury with an earnest purpose 
to get in to circulation at the earliest 
possible dates the full monthly amounts 
of treasury notes contemplated by its 
provisions and at the same time to give 
to the market for silver bullion such 
support as the law contemplates. 


Some months of further trial will be 


necessary to determine tho permanent 
effect of the reaent legislation upon sil- 
vtr values, but it is gratifying to know 
that the increased circulation secured 
by tho act has exerted and will continue 
to exert a most beneficial influence upon 
business and upon general values. 
While it has not been thought best to 
renew formally the suggestion of an in- 
ternational conference looking to an 
agreement touching the full use of ril- 
ver for coinage at a uniform ratio, care 
has been taken to observe closely any 
change in tie situs tion abroad, aud no 
favorable opportunity will be lost to 
promote a result which, it is confidently 
believed, would confer very large bene- 
fits upon tho commerce of the world. 


I notice with great pleasure the state- 


ment of the secretary that the receipts 
from internal revenue have increased 
during the last fiscal year nearly 812,- 
000,000, and that the cost of collecting 
this larger revenue was less by $90,617 
than for the same purpose in the pre- 
ceding year. The percentage of cost of 
collecting customs revenue, was less the 
last fiscal year than ever before. 


The customs administration board 


provided for by the act of June 10, 
1890, was selected with great care and 
is composed, in part, of men whose 
previous experience in the administra- 
tion of the old customs regulations had 
made them familiar with the evils to be 
remedied, and, in part, of men whose 
legal aud judicial acquirements and ex- 
perience seemed to fit them for the 
work of interpreting and applying the 
new statute. The chief aim of the law

eluded in the statement of these aggre- 
gates, and for the purpose of comparison 
the sum of $60,832,097.92 should be de- 
ducted from both sides of the account. 
The surplus for the year, including the 
amount applied to the sinking fund, 
was $105,344,496.03. 
The receipts for 


1890 were $16,030,323.79, and the ex- 
penditures 815,739,871 in excess of those 
of 1889. The customs receipts increased 
85,835,842 88, and the receipts from in- 
ternal revenue 811,725,191.89, while, on 
the side of expenditures, that for pen- 
sions was $19,312,076.96 in excess of the 
proceeding year. 


The treasury statement for the cur- 


rent fiscal year, partly actual and partly 
estimated, is as follows: Receipts from 
all sources, $406,000,000; total expendi- 
tures, $354,000,000, leaving a surplus 
of $62,000,000, not taking the postal re- 
ceipts into the aooount on either side. 
The loss of revenue from customs for 
the first quarter is estimated at 825,- 
000,000, but from this is deducted a gaiL 
of about $16,000,000, realized during the 
first four months of the year. 
For the 


year 1890 the total estimated receipts 
are 8373,000,000, and the estimated ex- 
penditures 8357,852,209.42, leaving an 
estimated surplus of $15,147,790.58, 
which, with a cash balance of $52,000,- 
000 at the beginning of the year, will 
give $57,117,790.58 as the sum available 
for the redemption of outstanding bonds 
or other uses. 
The estimates of re- 


ceiptaand expenditures for the post- 
office department, being equal, are not 
included in this statement on either 
side. 


The act directing the purohase of 


silver bullion and tho issue of treasury 
notes thereon, approved July 14, 1890, 
has been ftdminiflterod by the secretary

dutiable merchandise and to make these 
valuations uniform at all ports of entry.

investigation that a 


system of under valuation had been 
long in use by certain classes of import- 
ers, resulting not only in a great loss of 
revenues, but in a most intolerably dis- 
crimination against honesty. It is not 
seen how this legislation, when it is un- 
derstood, can be regarded by the citizens 
of any country having commercial deal- 
ings with us as unfriendly. If any 
duty is supposed to be excessive, let the 
complaint be lodged there. It will surely 
not be claimed by any well disposed 
people that a remedy may be sought 
and allowed in a system of quasi smug- 
gling- 


The passage of the act to amend cer- 


tain sections of the revised statutes re- 
lating to lotteries, approved September 
19,1890, has been received with great 
and deserved popular lavor. 
The post- 


office department and the department of 
justice at once entered upon the en- 
forcement of the law with sympathetic 
vigor, and already the public mails have 
been largely freed from the fraudulent 
and demoralizing appeals and literature 
emanating from the lottery companies, 


The disability pension act, which was 


approved on the 7th of June last, haa 
been pnt into operation as rapidly as 
is practicable. There is no economy to 
the g .vernment In delay, while there is 
much hardship and injustice to the sol- 
dier. 
The anticipated expenditure, 


while very large, will not, it is believed, 
be in excess of the estimate made before 
tho enactment of the law. 
This liberal 


enlargement of the general law should 
suggest a more careful scrutiny of bills 
for special relief, both as to the cases 
where relit-f is granted and as to the 
amount allowed. 


I congratulate 
congress and the 


country upon the passage at the first 
session of the fifty first congress of an 
unusually large number of laws of very 
high importance. That results of this 
legislation will be the quickening and 
enlargement of our manufacturing in- 
dustries, larger and better markets for 
our breadstnffa and provision both at 
home and abroad, more constant em- 
ployment and better wages for our work- 
ing people, and an increased supply of 
a safe currency for the transaction of 
business, I do not doubt. Some of these 
measures were enacted at^so late a period 
that tho beneficial effects upon com- 
merce which wore in contemplation of 
congress have as yet but partially mani- 
fested themselves. 


The general tariff act has only par- 


tially gone into operation, some of ite 
important provisions being limited to 
take effect at dates yet in the future. 
The general provisions of the law have 
been in force less than sixty days. 
Its 


permanent effects upon trade and prices 
still largely stand in conjecture. 


There is neither wisdom nor justice 


in the suggestion that the subject ^of 
tariff revision shall bo opened before 
this law has had a fair trial. 


and defend American trade and the 
wages of American workmen. 


I confidently believe that under the 


present tariff bill, we shall secure a 
larger and more profitable participation 
in foreign trade than we have ever en- 
joyed, and that we shall recover a pro- 
portionate participation in the ocean 
currying trade of the world. 


Iu my last annual messigo I sug- 


gested that the development of the ex- 
isting law providing a federal supervis- 
ion of congressional elections offered an 
effective method of reforming these 
abuses. The need of such a law has 
manifested itself in many parts of the 
country, and its wholesome restraints 
and penalties will be useful in all. 
The 


constitutionality of such legislation has 
-been affirmed by the supreme court. 


The law relating to the civil service 


has, so far as I can learn, been executed 
by thoee having the power of appoint- 
ment in the classified service with im 
partiality, and the service has been in- 
creasingly satisfactory. 


In addition to the important bills that 


became laws before the adjournment of 
the last session, some other bills of the 
highest impoitance were well advanced 
toward a final vote and now stand upon 
the calendars of the two houses in 
favored positions. 
The present session 


has a fixed limit, and if these measures 
are not now brought to a final vote all 
the work that has been done upon them 
by this congress is lost. 


The preparation of the general ap- 


propriation bills, should be conducted 
with the greatest care and closest scru- 
tiny of expenditures. 
Appropriations 


should be adequate to the needs of the 
public service, but they should be abso- 
lutely free from prodigality. 


I venture again to remind you that 


the brief time remaining for the consid- 
eration of the important legislation now 
awaiting your attention offers no margin 
for waste. If the present duty is dis- 
charged with diligence, fidelity and 
courage, the work of the Fifty-first con- 
gress may be confidently submitted to 
the considerate judgment of the people.
